FCC has now acted in the matter of Docket 19162, regarding phone band 
expansion, Effective November 22, 1972, there will be 25KHz more on 75 
meters, a move down to 3775 KHz, and 50 more on 40 meters, down to 7150 
KHz, There will be no expansion on 20, 15, or 10 and no change in the 
25KHz CW segments for Extra. Voice sub-bands available exclusively to 
Extras will be 3775 to 3800 and 21250 to 21270 KHz. Voice sub-bands 
available to Advanced and Extra will be 3800 to 3890, 7150 to 7225, 14200 
to 14275 and 21270 to 21350 KHz with 50.0 to 50.1 MHz cw, Novices stay 
at 3700 to 3750, move to 7100 to 7150 and at 15 meteres reduced to 21100 
to 21200 KHz, They lose 145 to 147 MHz privileges entirely but will get 
CW privileges from 28,1 to 28,2 MHz. The Novice requirement for erystal 
control is to be_deleted, Full information will appear in the November 
issue of QST, AR
